OrTAWA, Out,, Oct. 14 — The govornmeiit. 
haa received from HuUh eopiea of the brief 
filed in court there by cuuusel for the United 
States in reganl to the aeizuro of sealini; 
veaaels in Hearing ae*. The ground is taken 
that Behring sea ia iiiolu itxl in the hound- 
ariea of the territory ceded to tha l'nit<«i 
Btatee by llusaia, and la practically an in- 
land aea, and that the United Htalea has 
aole Juriadiction there. The document is a 
long one and quotes fully from authorities 
on international law to austain the (xxitioii 
taken. The history of Kuaaian title to tbe 
territory in that neighborhood is recited, 
and the treaty batween Ruaaia and the 
United Btatea oeding the same Is set out 
at length. The appeial of tbe defense to the 
United States supreme court takes the con- 
trary view, holding that Ruaaia had no auoh 
rights aa olaimad, aad oonaequently oould 
not grant them away, and Behring eea ia 
therefore regarded es part of the ooeaa.

XAMAi CtTT, Ma, Ooi 14 —Tha praal- 
dant^ train arrived bare at 8:15 Iai>t night 
A delegation consisting of the ten gentlemen 
comi>osiii^ the committee on arran^eiiiente, 
headed by Mr. B. H. Allen, proceeded to 
Waldron, flttoaa lallaa nort^ of bara, and 
Joiaad tha party. At tha depot aad for 
Uoeks aroaad on t aiBwaa arowd had gath- 
ared, and a roar of oheara want op at tha 
train slowly puffed In on the siding nearaat 
the street. The police arrani;ements were 
admirable, and the party were in carriagea 
and on t:ioir way up Union avenue flflaaa 
minutes afier the arrival of the train. 

What ni k;ht have been a serious ai-oident 
occurred jii-t before tbe party reached tbe 
hotel Ai. Ninth and Broadway two cable 
trains were standing doaa to eaoa other. 
The cab e hnd broken daring tba day, and 
the strands had been wrapped around tha 
wire. Tbe grip of the seoond car became 
entangled in the threads which were wound 
around the grip so firmly as to start tba 
aecond train in motioa It crowded into tba 
atreet and pushed the oar into the thiok 
crowd, injuring several of them seriously. 
The presulent'i* carriage was only about 
twenty feet beyond the track when thla 
happened, else h e safety and that of his 
wife would bava baaa Imparlled. Poar 
persona wara asrtooal/ iajarid by lha a«M> 
dent. 

Shortly bef < >re 9 o'clock this morning a 
eommittee called upon the president and 
Mr*.

To 
save these young men, often ttmee deprived 
of the restrainu of home, from degradation 
and ruin, aud to St them for usefulness aud 
honor, these assoc.iatio.is hava entered tha 
flfld of Christian effort and are pushing their 
noble work. W hen it is oensidered that the 
subjects of their efforts are to be tbe aotive 

meu loi' guuu i>t «vu to tlu* ueAt gwiei'aUuu, 

mure worldly prudence diotataa that these 
asaociationa should be aided and encouraged. 
Their iucreawi and flouriahing couditiou 
refieot tha highest honor upon the good men 
who have devoted thamaetvee to this work 
and demonstrated that the American people 
are not entirely lacking in appreciation of 
of its vidua. Twenty years ago but one of 
theee asaociationa owned a building and 
that waa valued at only $11,000. To-day

The manage- 
mant endeavored to have the president aud 
Mra Cleveland enter ibe building, but tba 
eommittee in charge determiiieil tliat there 
waa not sulHcient time. Hurralu for tbe 
president were given as the procesaion of 
carriagiM passed through the expoaitiou 
grounds. As the drive waa made around 
the blutr overlooking the railroads it seemed 
that a thousand sttsam whiatles had been 
awaiting their opportunity to screech out a 
welcome to the city guests. Their monoton- 
ous noise continued until thei>arty paaeed 
out of eight. 

The president and his party remained 
hero until II o'clock at nlgh^ whsa tha Harl 
was made for Memphis.
